The prcsaic title of one of tho haueate's 
poems irt " The Goo.'io,'' to which liu tfives 
no key, and oifors no explanatiou. It is 
capable, probably, of several explauutiona. 
Let me attempt one. Eilucation i.s a 
goose ! Nay, gentle reader, don't be af- 
fronted. Have patience and 1 will o.xiilain. 
I do not mean the iron goo.se of tho famous 
nine knights of the noodle that together 
made a man. Neither do 1 rofei- to the 
world-wide famed "Mother" of the 
nilrsery rhymes. And it you should ask 
whether I meant tho historic fowl of that 
ilk which saved the capital of the Uoniaus, 
I should have to answer, " You haven't hit 
yet." I mean that it is the goose that lays 
the golden eggs. Sec if it is not. The 
poet i describe an "old wife, lean and 

• p66r," whose " rags scarce hold together." 
Let that represent the tatterdemalions of 
.aiiealtated ignorance. " Where .strode a 
stronger to tho door ; " call that the 

: teacher, "And it was windy weather." 
Tho true teacher, us a genonil thing, has 
either to go against the wind o£ prejudice, 
or rfti"" wi'vl nf oYmtoninnt. nv bnhli, 

In order to t,ecuro attention to his mi.ssion. 
"He held a goo.se upon his arm." That 
mcana cduci.tion. " lie uttered rhyme and 
reason." That coracs from being cultured 
and well ed icatcd himself. Here, take 
the goose, and keep you warm," he said. 
The teaohei is ,anxious to .share his treas- 
ures with others. Tho loan and poor " old 
wife," in that awkward and abrupt manner 
60 characteriotic of the rude and lettered, 
accepts tho offer. " She caught the white 
goose^ by the leg." Tgnorance is always 
unpolito. AVhat need was there of any 
special manners in accepting and handling 
a goose? " A goose 'twas— no great mat- 
ter^" Ignorance is conceited, and never 
has a xealizihg sense of the great value of 
educatib^ un^ it begins to acquire it. It 
. soon transpires that this w.is no conuion 
goose : " the goose let fall a golden ogg." 
_Ah I hero was indeed a discover}'. A 
goose like this was worth having. Kduca- 
tion will prove that to .my one who gives it 
a chance. Her "golden eggs" have en- 
riched the ages, Tho poet's old lady 
" went for " the gold, " She drojiped the 
goose and caught tho pelf, and ran to tell 
her neighbors ; and blessed her.sclf, and 
cursed herself, and rested from her labors" 
Of course she cursed herself if at the a'gbt 
of the first glittering treasure "she dropped 
the gooae and rested from her labors," 
She did what the young lady did on gradu- 
ating day — "considered her eddication 
flnil^ed." Edumtion is a life-work. The 
teacher only, puts us in the w.iy of acquir- 
ing, [possession of greater and still greater 
bcmsnr^. T&o goose in this case was 
abused and neglected. The recipient of 
its favors tuniod them into wrong uses. 
Agn-ssiz had " had no time make money." 
The dazzling bait of so much a night for 
lecturing could not tempt hiin. The 
teacher's work was far ,Tbovo that. And 
the effect of that work on others cornea 
short of the goal if it docs not lift its 
subject high above mere .sordid lust. The 
true discipline and development of man- 
hood and womanhood must take place first 
of all. Ignorance and rudeness arc the 
same everywhere — the same, whether in 
logs or clad in velvet and eatin, .\nd cul- 
ture and gentility remain unchanged 
whether shining in plush and gold, or found 
in coarse. array. Tennyson's "old wife," 
even after fortune favored her with •' the 
pelf," and she, 

"Feeding hiijh liinlllvintr soft, 
, Grew iiluiiip and iiblu hudii d ; 

TJntil tho grave ehurchwnnlen ilolfeil, 
ITjo portiou BuiirkuU and nodded "— 

proved to be tho same unchanged old 
orone as when lean and poor and ill- 
favored. The cat transformed into a god- 
dess in tho fable, and married to a noble 
husband, divulged her old feline nature 
the moment she heard a mouse squeal. So 
a happy chance occurred which "stirred 
the old wife's mottle; " and, behold, the 
UiSy could bandy curses, use billmgsgate 
generally, " hurl the pan and kettle," and 
stir a common rumpus in which we hear 
mingling with her words, which are piped 
on a high key, tho yelp of the cur, the 
yawl of the oat ; and in which we see 
Gaffer running. Gammer stumbling, the 
tables dancing, tho housekeeper with her 
cap and hair and gown all awry in tho 
wind, and tho house iilled with clamor, 
"as head and heels upon the floor they 
floundered all together!" "All that 
glitters is not gold," and gold acquired for 

• tta.pwa sake will not cause a glistening re- 
finement to appear in the man or the 
woman. Shoddy is over ungrateful, cura- 
ing the goose that filled its nests. True 

'. learning never residts iu shoddy. 
^ No wonder wo read that tho "stranger " 
- tcamo again, and with "uttered words of 
scorning, took the goose upon his arm," 
and departed. Education acquired par- 
tially and indolently, and with unworthy 
views of its (vorth, never blesses nor refinea 
its possessor ; and in nine cases out of ton 
ia soon lost again. This moral of the poem 
also leads us within hearing of the soleran- 
voicod warning to " the angel of the church 
of Ephesus " : " Kemember, therefore, 
froia whence thou art fallen, and repent, 
and do the first works ; or, clso I will come 
unto thee quickly, and will remove thy 
- tavadleatick out of his place. ''

Tir£ BENEFITS OF RAILWAY 

COySl'BrCTJOi'r. 



The aimoiinceinent of tin; fact that 
the Dominion Goveniincnt has called 
for tenders for the construction of that 
l|nk: flf .tha trans-contiuental railway 
which will'stretch from Emery's Bar 
to Savona Ferry has already created a 
feeling of confidence in the future of 
the Province. Wo have always enter- 
tained a firm belief that as soon as the 
question of routes was decided tiio 
Canadian . Government would take 

' steps' "to ' injure a fulBlment of its 
pledges and as far back as December, 
1878, article after article appeared in 
the columns of this journal pointing 
out the great benefits wliieli must ne- 
cessarily result to the whole Province 
from .rfiilway . construction between 
Emery's Bar and Savona. We then 
contended that whilst Pino River Pass 
was in course of examination, in order 
to afford protection to the community 
as well as to open up a splendid section 
of the country, a lino from Yale to 
Savona should bo built, submitting at 
the same time that the railway to c«n- 
nect Esquimau with Nanainio ought to 
be simultaneously commennod. Al- 
though our cQbrts to secure the con- 
struction of the Island railway have 
not been rewarded with that success to 
which they were entitled, it is, never 
theless, gratifying to us to observe tiiat 
the grounds wo took with respect to the 
Yale-Savona lino have at Inst been 
adopted by the Dominion Govcrninfiut. 
The advertiseiiiont calling for tenders 
for that portion of che main line must 
be accepted as evidence of the bonajldcs 
of the Government and it is to be hop- 
ed that construction will immediately 
follow the award of the contract. Hav- 
ing every confidence tluit such will 
prove to bo the case wo may safely 
predict for the whole Province a large 
share of prosperity in the very near 
future. The people have battled maii- 
fuUy witli the depression which during 
the past two or three years has pr(!- 
yailed, not only in Canatla, but in Eng- 
land ard throughout Eurojiean coun- 
tries, and it would bo gratifying indeed 
if the stability and perseverance char- 
acteristic of British Columbians were 
rewarded with a prosperous era such as 
has never been experienced in the Pro- 
vince. We hope we shall not be con- 
sidered visionary when we assert that 
the cloud which ha.s rested .so heavily 
of late on Provincial industries is about 
to disclose its silver lining. Wo can 
see depicted before us innumerable 
benefits resulting from the construction 
of this promised link of the railway. 
Our young men, who now walk tlic 
streets in idleness, or have emigrated to 
a foreign country, not of their own 
will, but because their sincere eftbrts to 
obtain employment here have in a large 
majority of cases been unsucce.ssful, 
will be afforded an opportunity to gain 
a good livelihood. The wages tliey will 
earn will bring comfort to many 
homes, and the money tliey ruiist ex- 
pend for the necessaries of life will 
stimulate businessand give to the trader, 
who was lately disconsolate and appre- 
hensive of bankruptcy, a smiling coun- 
tenance and a contented mind. Stock- 
raisers and farmers who have for years 
past followed their respective avoca- 
tions on the I.sland and ilainland, pin- 
ning their faith to the oft'-repeated 
assertion that there is " a good time 
coming," will realize their expectations 
and their cattle, grain and root crops, 
which now go a-begging for a market 
and fail to find one, willmeptwithready 
demand and remunerative sales. The 
population of the districts through 
which the railway must pass will be 
rapidly augmented and eventually 
doubled and trebled. Emigrants from 
distant parts, hearing of the encourag- 
ing outlook of the Province, will flock 
to our shores, each settler bringing to 
the country money for investment in 
land, agricultural machinery, .stock and 
buildings. Comfortable homos, sur- 
rounded by fields of golden wheat and 
prolific root crops, will soon be seen 
■where now there is no sign of cultiva- 
tion; and gradually but surely the 
Province will not only raise gi-ain and 
produce for her own consumption, but 
will figure conspicuously amongst the 
exporters of the continent. Whilst this 
evidence of prosperity is being mani- 
fested on the Mainland, the Island 
gienerally and Victoria particularly 
will be reaping a generous harvest. 
The merchants of this city who liave i 
debts outstanding on the Mainland will j 
be enabled to oQect collections, and at 
the same time dispose of gDod.s which j 
have been patiently lying in their ware- I 
houses awaiting a market, Depresssion | 

• here will thus be displaced by a gen- 
eral revival of business; and whilst 
Victoria is the main depot for merch- 
andise consumed during ' railway con- 
struction she will also bo the entrepot 
for the surplus grain and pi-oduce rais- 
ed throughout the Province. The 
capacity of foundries, boiler-s1io])s and 
manufacturing establishments generally 
will require to be enlarged in order to 
meet the increased demand for their 
productions, and ouiployment will thus 
bo given to skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers. 

But whilst we look upon this roseate 
picture there is one point which must 
not be lost sight of, and we are glad 
to know that ifc has already attracted 
the attention of the class wiiich is all- 
important to any community — the 
Workingmen. Steps must bn taken— 
and prompt and firm ones, too — to 
afford the Workingmen protection 
against the inroads of the Mongolian 
' who will, if once given the chance, 
snatch the pendent fruit of perseverance 
and toil which will so shortly be with- 
in the grasp of the white laborer. Let 
the Workingmen combine, and by the 
exertion of every just and lawful efibrfc 
endeavor to seoure fortbemsejvijs those 



benefits of railway construction to 
which they are f entitied.%f XTnUKl-ithis 
be done more than one-half the money 

expended in the prosecution of the 
gi-eat work will bo drained from the 
Province and sent to the home of the 
Celestial, there to sink into coffers 
which already contain far too largo a 
portion of the white laborer's inheri' 
tanco.

A Sanctuary Stuuck hy LiciiiTxiN'o. 
A correspondent of the Journal de 
Gciicix describes a strange disaster 
which a few days ago befell the village 
of Valinala, situated in the vuUey of 
the same name. Besides a beautiful 
parish churcli dating from the Middle 
Ages the commune possesses the famous 
sanctuary of i\radonna dc A''almalii, nt 
this time of the year frequently visited 
by curious travelers and much resorfcd 
to by the faithful of the neighborhood. 
On Sunday morning last the sanctuary 
being crowded with worshippers, at the 
very moment when the officiating priest 
was saying mass a loud peal of thunder 
was heard and the building was struck 
by lightning which, entering hy the 
buU's-cyc over the choir, ran round the 
cornice, then fell on the paved floor, 
flashed through the principal entrance 
and disappeared, leaving the congrega- 
tion stupefied with horror. Six people 
had been struck down by the fatal 
fluid, one of them, a little girl who was 
kneeling near her parents, was killed 
on the s])ot, and the others are injured 
beyond hope of recovery. Several pcr- 
who were near the door had the soles 
of their shoes torn off, and four goats 
which had taken refuge from the storm 
under the porch of the sanctuary were 
killed where they stood.

SHE 18 WRECKED AT CADBORO BAY. 



Salrfareaili 'Seapos— aallant Conduct 
—All Hands Savod. 

ji; . On Friday jnoiniiig tlie Imudsomo, 
coiiuQoclious and vroll-found stoam-j'acht 
Iris sailed from this harbor to receive a 

party on board at Covdova Buy and thence 
. proceed on a duck-slaiiglitering expedition 
t« tlie Frasor Hats. Tlio yacht \vn.s 
well provisioned for a long cruise, 
having a barrel of Stuart & Keast's ceh)- 
bratetl ale on board. There wore also a 
number of fowling-pieces andaevoral well- 
trained dogs — the latter of whom re- 
lieved the tedium of the passage 
by occasional yi'lp.'i and whines wliich 
had tlio effect on tlio spirits of tlioso on 
board of a local brass band in full cry. Tlie 
afternoon proved squallj-. Dense masses 
of clouds obscured the western sky and 
J ever and anon fierce boreal blasts ruftled 
the waters of the Straits and caused the 
biuve little craft to rise and fall on the 
white crests of the waves as she stoutly 
ploutrhnd her way towards the havon 
wlticli her brave commander had selected 
as the trysting-placo. As she buried her 
little nose deep iu the element she raised 
her screw out of water and shook it like a 
sea serpent's tail dofi.nntly in the dirccticu 
.of the setting sun, from which quarter 
came the rude blasts. The danger was 
great ; but neither the stout timbei-s of 
Douglas pine, of which the little craft was 
• composed, nor the brave hearts of those 
on board, quailed or for ono moment 
dreamed of turning their backs on the 
dangers that on every side beset them. 
At four bells in the afternoon (to speak 
nputically) the Iris breasted Trial Island, 
the wind sou-west, course NNEiN. On 
she sped, still laughing to scorn tlie white 
caps that preautiied to raise their saucy 
heads and occasionally to impudently 
scatter spray on tlu; dock to the imminent 
peril of the bright polished boots of the 
amateur sportsmen. At eight bells the 
gallant ci-aft rounded Telegraph Point and 
steamed into Cordova Bay, awakening the 
echoes with her signal whistle which re- 
sounded and rovcrberatotl through tho 
deepest recesses of Cedar Hill and fright- 
ened a flock of sou'-down (again to speak 
nnutically) sheep out of their lives tliat 
wore quietly nibbling grass on tho wrinkl- 
ed brow of that majestic mountain. The 
party from Victoria had not arrived. Tho 
wliistlo was unanswered except by the 
unearthly scream of a sea-gull which scar- 
ed from its eyrie skimmed over the sur- 
face of the water and disappeared in the 
gloom. The screani fell on tho cars of 
the captain — tlio oldest salt on board 
the Iris — as lie proudly stalked up 
and down tho deck in a sou-wester 
and ulster, a tolcscopo under his 
arm and a .spcdiing-trunipet in his 
liand. He started and turned pale. Tho 
start and change of countenance did not 
escape the quick eyo of a younger and 
aemewhat intxpcriena'.d sailor who in top 
boots and an eye-glass had been gazing 
intently to lee'ard. Fearing to alarm tho 
others on board and create a panic the 

{oung man whistled a bar or two of ' 'Nancy 
lOO " and sidling along till he readied the 
old salt's sid« seized that dignitary's 
left ear with his right hand and putting 
his lips closely to the auricle wliispeied 
hastily, "what?" The ancient marriner 
surveyed the youth witli a look of amaze- 
ment for a moment and having by a dex- 
terous movement disengaged his left, 
turned unto him his right oar with an air 
of Christian resignation that seemed to 
say, '.'Perhaps you'd like to pull ihis, too, 
young inani" Becovering himself in a 
moment the commander adjusted the tel- 
escope to his eyo and gazed long and ear- 
nestly in tho direction tho bird had taken. 
Presently ho lowered the gla.ss. During 
that brief period the eyo that had pene- 
trated the gloom by mcaii.s of the teles- 
cope had become bloodshot ; the pallor of 
his face had increased and his lips were 
strangely compressed. The young sailor 
observed the facial change; but held his 
tongue with both hands. The comiiiander 
assuming a nonchalant air raised the 
speaking-trumpet to his moutli and 
hoarsely bawled for tho chief engineer to 
■)>e sent to him. That functionary quickly 
' Vaj^eared^- and'Tras. soon buried in deep 
.' iind earnest conversation with the com- 
mander. The two soon separated — the 
captain to moodily pace up and down on 
. tho quarter-deck and the chief engineer 
to take Ilia stand midway between the 
^ quarter-deck and the engine-room. The 
captain pulled his sou'wester over his ears 
the better to conceal hi.i features from tho 
inquiring glances of those on board who 
had begun to suspect something. The

The young i 
sailor wan the first to gain liis foot. 
Ruaiiing to the pumps he discovered j 
that tlie vcs.'icl was making water ] 
fast through a huge ga.ili in her timbers. 
Tho dogs set up a howl of despair that 
soon distanced the howling of the tem- 
pest, although the latter liad several 
hours' start. Kicking a cowardly brute 
(a dog) with one of his top-boots, which | 
had the efl'uet of increasing the delightful I 
refrain, tho young sailor a.ssisted tho cap- , 
tain and crew to their feet. Tlio steamer 
was found to be on an oven keel and hard \ 
and fiust on the rocka; but one of tho sail- 
ors happening to step on one side, caused 
the noble ship to carroeii aiiil she iircsout- 
ly went over on her beam ends.

He had made 
up liis mind to go down with lier ; but 
was collared and forced over the side and 
into the gig by tho cabin-boy, 
aged nine summers. Before going 
over the side the captain shook each m.nu 
by tliu liand (not forgetting the young 
sailor) and bade each "an rmvir.'' His 
voice trembled with emotion. Tho cap- 
tain took command of tlio gig and the 
young sailor, by common consent, ■ took 
charge of tho long-boat, Tho afl'ectionate 
leavetakiiig over, orders were given to 
" .shove off. " Tho sailor.s (lid their best 
to obey, but the boats wouldn't budge an 
inch. All efforts to start them [ymved 
futile and after a lialf-hour'a effort one 
of the crew sung out tho important iufni - 
mation that the boats were hard aground! 
And BO it proved to the delight of every- 
body. The boats having been lowered in 
the dark their keels rested, like Noaii'.s 
ark, on dry land, uiiou which the ship- 
wrecked mariiiera stopped from tho boats 
dry-shod and walked with the dogs into 
town not much tho worse for tho terrible 
exporit^nco they had undergone during the 
evening.

Mr. Win. Halponny and Mr. L. Wilson 
loft Victoria three months- ago, having 
been fitted out by a company of citizens 
to thoroughly ransack tho Island for min- 
erals. Tlioy landed at Comox from the 
steamor and proceeded by canoe to Capo 
Mudge, 35 miles nortli of Comox, at the 
mouth of Campbell River, a large stream, 
navigable for canoes a short diatarco 
above its mouth and heading in a chain 
of lakes in the bosom of tho mountain 
range. The country in this vicinity ia 
rock}' and sterile and no traces of mineral 
except rich magnetic iron ore were found. 
The iron is in groat quantity. Marble of 
good quality was also found. A number 
of small streams were examined, but not 
ovou the color of gold was found. AVhite 
pine, cedar and Gr exist in profusion and 
in excellent quality all along Canipholl 
River and tho lakes. Tho party having 
spent five weeks in exploring roturnod 
to Coinox and then went to Qualicuni. 
From Qualicuni they proceeded to Alberni 
and stopped a day with I'. Merrifield and 
[lartuer who extended every courtesy to 
the prospectors, as also did Mr. Clarke. 
Tho party ascended China Creek to tho 
spot whero Mr. Gouge had his arm broken. 
Here they found somo cinnabar rock and 
and pushed on to Logan's station. Sir. 
Logan assisted the party in every possible 
way. In company with the Messrs., Sur- 
ratt tho party went to Mission Crook 
where tlioy met Father Nicholas. Tho 
rev. fathor was hospitable and kind to tho 
party and gave them a guide to show them 
the way up Mission River tc a lako at tho 
head. Thonco thoy wont 20 iniloa up tho 
Nitinat and undertook to strike across 
to San Juan River, and carao out at the 
mouth of that stream. In crossing from 
tho Nitinat to San Juan River tliey 
found a good-looking slate and (juarti; 
country, and are of opinion that good 
diggings will be found. From San Juan 
River they started with four days' pro- 
visions for Sooko to fidlow the coast lino. 
Their provisions gave out and thoy lived 
four days and a half on a red squirrel 
which they shot. Thoy reached Tug- 
well's ranch, distnnteight miles from Sooke 
River, last Wednesday, half starved and 
very feeble from exposure. Thoy wore taken 
in, fed tiiid lodged by the kind-hoartod Mr. 
Tugwoll and wife, and on Thursday even- 
ing they reached J. M. Nelson's farm at 
Sooke, wliero thoy reinaiiiod overnight 
and IMr. Nelson harnessed up his horses 
and sent his two sons to drive Halpenny 
and Wilson to Victoria. Mr. Wilson has 
been placed under a doctor's care; but Mr. 
Halponny was about town yosterclivy after- 
noon and was able to give us this interest- 
ing account of his travels and trials.

Anderson, and have boon 
Beriou.sly questioned by rojircscuttitives 
of both the Local and Doniinion 
Houses of Legislature whether tlie 
facta were as stated in your contempo- 
ray's" columns, and a wonder also ex- 
pressed why I had not taken in hand 
to set the public right in matters that 
seriously concern my own work and 
chai'ge. 

I supiioso fow understantl how in- 
tensely a clergyman, earnestly intent 
upon minding his own nflairs, .dis- 
likes to got liiinsolf mixed up with 
public gossip and jn-css coniinenfs 
whom so much licon.se is allowed in re- 
spect to personal rncriniinatioii and 
abuse. Moreover, since tho appoiiil- 
lucnt of the x'^'cscnt Indian Commis- 
sioner it has been an understood rule 
that the clergy of all doiiominatioiis 
should stand aloof from all their pro- 
ceedings with tho Indians, and so care- 
fully have 1 for one observed the 
caution that at ono late gatiicring at 
Lytton, in this noighhorliood, T refused 
to attend the council, botii in delibera- 
tion as well as in tlioir interview witii 
the Commissioner when iiuiking known 
to him tlio results of their oonfi^ri'iico. 
If I now step out from niy urivacy at 
tiie pre.sont time and beg poniiission to 
occupy a short space in your columns 
witii what T Iinvc to stale, your readers 
will understand that only a seiifso of 
duty leads mo to solicit such a favour 
wiiilst 1 rely implicitly on your own 
character for honesty and fair-dealing 
to publish what I write. 

L am bold, in tho first place, openly 
to declare that every statement that 
has been published in connection with 
thia afi'air has no foundation in fact, 
and is simjily a perversion of a very 
simpleoccurronco. Tho attack too, upon 
Mr. Sproat is entirely unwarranted, 
so far as it relates to the Thomjison 
gathering, and in common honesty 
ougiit to bo frankly and publiuly con- 
fessed to have been a mistake based on 
false intelligence or wrong undei'stand- 
ing. Mr. Sproat had no more to do 
with the election of jMcsliell as head 
chief than tho man in tho- moon. He 
never attomptcd any combination of 
tribes, nor has there been, to my know- 
ledge, the faintest conception of initiat- 
ing any such movement. If anybody 
is to blame for what was done at Lyt- 
ton tho other day I ain that man, and 
I am prepared to justify my conduct 
in the part I have taken against all 
gainsayera Here, then, ara tho real 
facts of tho case and when thoy are un- 
derstood how like the ba.seless fabric 
of a dream will all the late ghosts of 
your A'^ictoria fancy vani.sli into space. 

The Dominion of Canada last year 
issued a blue book for tlie better gov- 
ernmont of the Indians throughout 
the entire Dominion. In that code it 
is provided that any nation, through 
their chiefs in council and with one 
chosen as Head over all, arc at liberty, 
after a natioi^.al or tribal consulation, 
to form thomsclvcs into a kind of 
municipal organization for tlio carrying 
out of certain delined objects which 
are duly tabulated in the blue book 
aforesaid. This book -^vas sent to mo 
by my worthy friend J. Leinlian, Esq., 
and in my humble capacity as guide, 
philosopher and friend, more particular- 
ly of the Thompson tribe, 1 announced 
to thorn its gracious provisions and 
urgently entreated them to be the first 
in the race, and to show to the noip;h- 
boring tribes a good examplo of alacrity 
in availing themselves of all that was 
being done by their good mother the 
Queen and her representatives for their 
advancement and olovation in the scale 
of civilized beinga. My words had this 
effect: First they agreed amongst them- 
selves to elect a head chief and tho 
choice fell upon Me.sliall, Mi", Sproat's 
native interjireter — who is the grandson 
of their oldest Chief — Pahlak — now a 
resident of Yald! Everyone of their 
head-men concurred, including Spont- 
lum and Meshall of Lytton, and it was 
quite spontaneous on their part and 
took me as much by surprise as it did 
Mr. Sproat, to whom I was the first 
that brought tho intelligence. Next, 
thoy agreed to meet at their central 
tribal station this year to nsk to be in- 
vested with thcso municipal privileges, 
just as Yale met the other ilay antl 
asked to form itself into a corporation 
in accordance with the Statute law of 
the Colonies. Thoir wish was made 
known to the Indian Department at 
Ottawa and IMr. Sproat was specially 
deputed by the Dominion oflicc to 
attend this gathering and report 
the result of the conference. This 
meeting took place two months ago, 
at much personal inconvenience and at 
no little cost — representatives of every 
village of the Thompson tribe attended 
— and were some of them over two 
weeks encamped at .Lytton. They 
subscribed over $400 to carry out tho 
proceeding,?, and, bo it observed, during 
the wholo time of meeting, with a 
thousand collected from all parts, the 
most perfect order, quietness and good 
will reigned throughout the onoamp 
mcnt. But since already a full de- 
scription of that gathering and the re- 
sult of the deliberations have appeared 
in all the papers it will not be necessa- 
ry to repeat the story. If any objec- 
tion can bo raised at what passed dur- 
ing the throe days' conference before 
the interview with Mr. Sproat, it 
would be that they had erred on the 
side of severity — of too much stringen- 
cy and too heavy penalties for violat- 
ing their own by-laws. But, of course, 
we could not e.xpect perfection in such 
young beginners, and what tliey decid- 
ed upon will be all under the direction 
of the Indian Department. Quietly 
dispersiiig t0 -their, several houses:-, they 



have all been deligently attending to 
their farms and various pursuits. In 
all my late extensive yisitaUoos of . the 
tribe, seeing what riot one ih'a hundred 
of Europeans ever takra the - trouble to 
look into, I have not found- a single 
idle or disorderly moii or woman. Each 
and all seem to bo minding their own 
business, which their critics evidently 
are far from doing, and aro no more 
dreaming of secret organizations, tribal 
confederacies and fostering plans inimi 
cal to the well-being of tlie whites and 
the rule of tho Dominion, than they 
are tiiat anybody could be ao silly and 
stupid as to put sucli an idea into their 
lieads. Indeed, bad I not thought the 
absurd misrepresentation carried with, 
it its own refutation, I would not have 
kept silence so long. There is, then, to 
sum up the whole stor}', not a word of 
truth iu tho rumor, — it is n gross fabri- 
cation, and whilst, as Mr. Sproat sug- 
gests, calculated to do serious injury to 
a good cause, is altogether too rotten a 
plank for any person or party to ven- 
ture upon to serve a bad one. With 
motives, however, 1 shall not concern 
myself. 

And now, before I close, suffer a 
word or too to lio spoken that may re- 
mind our friends at tho Capital of one 
or two familiar adages, such as "look 
ing first at home," and "sweeping be- 
fore youi' own door." '^llio conditionof 
the Indians in and about Victoria is 
simjily disgraceful, and has beou so for 
the last twenty ycar.s. It is not only 
a standing reproach to the place where 
thoy ai-e harboi-ed,. but aflectsthe repu- 
tation of tha entire native ponula -ion 
of the Province. Such records of the 
Police Court 1 such inmates of the com- 
mon jail ! such dens of infamy ! such 
moral, physical and social tilth, disease 
and squalor ! and all this in the closest 
contact with the wealth,' worth and 
pioty of such a city as Victoria I Why, 
our Indians of the interior come back 
di.sgusted with the very aspect of thoir 
red brothers at the fount of civiliza- 
tion, and wonder what the white tyhees 
mean by allowing such a state of things 
to exist. Pi-ay wipe away such an 
abominable reproach by attending to 
your own local concerns, and rest as- 
sured our Indians of tho interior will 
get on very well indeed without the 
assistance of tho.sc who have never oven 
taken the trouble to find out in what 
relation at present tho Indians stand to 
tho governing powers.
